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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments relating to claims 1-5 rely on 
subject matter not recited in the claims (the pieces of rind being not less than 1 mm) and the arguments relating to claim 6 rely on the 
same thing, which is new matter. The treatment of the collagen-containing material by water at 130 degrees taught by Lilja et al. clearly 
would result in the fat being removed since it is treatment with hot water. Applicant seems to be relying on semantic differences when 
the substance of the teachings of Lilja et al. and the instant claims is not different at all. The arguments directed to the new matter 
rejection are not convincing. The specification states the particle size of 1 mm as an example (using the abbreviation e.g.) and the 
example teaches "approximately 5 mm" and original claim 4 recites "5 mm or less". None of these provide support for "not less than 1 
mm", even though applicant would- have it so. The claims remain rejected for reasons of record. 
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
